Recently the title has been challenged by 
Dublin, though the defenders of the old 
judgment alleged that Dublin was too 
cosmopolitan to enter into competition, 
and that all her beauties hailed from 
somewhere else. A recent visit to Belfast 
inclines me to think that the Northern 
capital is Limerick’s most dangerous com- 
petitor. Indeed, while the rest of the 
women of Ireland are lamenting the 
caution or shyness of the bachelors, the 
girls of Belfast are busily breaking down 
the maie defences, and hurrying the con- 
quests of their eyes and complexions to 
the altar. Even to the most casual! 
observer Belfast must appear full of 
betrothed couples. In cinema queues, on 
tramcars, at whist-drives, socials and 
dances, and along the twilight suburban 
pavements, link after link, the chain of 
courting couples unwinds, while any day 
the passer-by steps a dozen times over 
strewn confetti at a church door, or is 
held up by crowds watching as taxi or 
private car brings bride, groom and 
bridesmaids to the doors of the photo- 
graphers. The proof of the pudding is in 
the eating, and one must conclude that 
Belfast women, surrendering their hand, 
take the paim. 


Ghe London-lrish. 


During last week’s end the High Com- 
missioner for the Irish Free State in 
London, Mr. J. W. Dulanty, C.B., C.B.E., 
formally opened the new Rugby grounds 
of the London-Irish Club at The Avenue, 
Sudbury-on-Thames. These, I am told, 
consist of three well drained prtches and 
a large and comfortable pavilion, a wel- 
come addition to the territorial resources 
of a club which has played a great part 
in the revival of Rugby football during 
the years following the Great War. 

The London-Irish Rugby Football Club 
was founded in 1898 by Mr. J. M. 
Manning, at that time a student of St. 
George’s Hospital, London, and was 
captained during its first season by 
Mr. Louis Magee, the famous Irish inter- 
national player. The first of the London 
clubs to offer a fixture was the. London- 
Scottish, and after a time all the other 
metropolitan combinations, including the 
Harlequins, Rosslyn Park, Blackheath 
and Richmond followed suit. 

The four years of the Great War 
éxacted a heavy tribute. No less than 
thirty out of one hundred playing mem 
bers were killed in action, and a larger 
percentage was returned unfit for further 
active participation in Rugby football 
After -a brief period of struggle, a rapid 
revival was staged, and in 1925 Mr. S. J 
Cagney, the club's captain, got into the 
Irish team. In the following year the 
recognition of the Irish Rugby Union was 
won, and the club became the only one in 
England directly affiliated to this Union. 
Last season, 1930-31, was the most suc- 
cessful that London-Irish have had since 
the Armistice, and, as further proof that 
progress is being maintained, we have the 
selection of one of its members, Mr. G. R 
Beamish, to lead Ireland against the 
Springboks rn‘a fortnight’s time.

Sir,—I had hoped that the Church to 
which I belong—the Church of Ireland— 
would have taken its full part in promoting 
a most worthy and laudable attempt to show 
the world at large that Ireland, despite all 
divisions, is still a Christian country. It 
seems to mé that this is the one thing in 
which all Churches claiming to be Christian 
can participate without any controversy or 
disagreement. Whatever other differences 
there may be, surely we all acknowledge 
allegiance to Him as Lord and King of all. 
If, however, this sweepstake project is to 
ba allowed, I fear most of my fellow-members 
of the Church of Ireland will not have any- 
thing to do with it, and I believe many 
members of the Roman Church wili have the 
same feelings. I do not go so far as Canon 
Chamberlain. I do not see any very great 
moral harm in a ten-shilling sweep for such 
a good cause as the hospitals, and I do not 
think any widespread demoralisation has 
resulted. As a matter of fact, I have taken 
tickets in ®very sweep so far, and hope to 
do so again; but there are some things much 
too sacred to be treated in this way, and 
none could be more so than this one. There 
ought not to be the slightest taint of self 
profit about it, either to organisers or ticket- 
holders. Subscriptions should be purely 
voluntary. Incidentally, this principle is 
consistently violated at Church bazaars by 
the shilling, or even penny, raffles so 
beloved by some of our priests and parsons, 
but. these cases pass unnoticed. To organise 
a sweep for erecting a statue to Christ the 
King would, in my humble opinion, be a 
public scandal and a disgrace to all the 
Churches.

FREE STATE HOUSING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—I have read with great interest the 
letters from the Rev. Father Dempsey, P.P., 
and the Rev. R. M. Gwynn, F.,T.C.D. With 
the arguments advanced by Father Dempsey 
in favour of the separate cottage or house, as 
opposed to the tenement flat system on cleared 
slum areas, Í venture to think that no one 
who has studied the problem in its various 
bearings, social, moral and economic, can dis- 
agree. ‘That the separate cottage tends to 
foster better citizenship, happier family life 
and contentment, with a sense of respon- 
sibility, is, I think, undeniable. The tenement 
flat system is very unsuitable and incon- 
venient for young children and aged persons— 
high stairs, absence of gardens, etc. The 
cottage or separate house, it has been clearly 
shown, is not alone much cheaper, as was 
ointed out by the Lord Mayor the other day, 
ut is also healthier and better in every 
way; and, moreover, I do not think the pos- 
sibilities of economy in housing in separate 
dwellings has been exhausted, while, on the 
other hand, the cost of auxiliary services, 
heating, sanitary plumbing, drainage, road- 
making, etc., in connection with the flats must 
necessarily be very great, not to speak of the 
higher cost of maintenance, 

I am, therefore, sorry to see that Mr. Gwynn, 
who has taken such an interest in the housing 
question, should advocate the tenement flat 
system, and I think there is much misunder- 
standing on the subject.

system—first, the difficulty and expense of 
obtaining sufficient land at reasonable cost 
near the city; second, that such a large pro- 
portion of working men must live near their 
work. As to the first, plenty of land is still 
available near Dublin, and land is now the 


cheapest commodity in connection with modern 


housing. As to the second, I think this 
difficulty is much exaggerated. During the 
war several large aerodromes had to be built 
miles out in the country around Dublin, but 
the transportation of the workmen to and 
from the city involved no insuperable difficulty 
or expense; the reverse process of transport- 
ing men to their work in the city could be 
equally easily accomplished at less expense, as 
the distance would be shorter. The ad- 
vantages of small plots of land for healthy 
exercise and the raising of vegetables, etc., 
need no argument. Again, the cleared slum 
areas cannot be wholly built upon, as much 
of the space is urgently needed to provide 
open areas for recreation and for breathing 
space; unless we are to build new slums to 
vex future generations. 

The exampie of Berlin, Vienna and other 
foreign cities has been of late frequently 
urged in favour of the tenement flat system, 
but it should be remembered that the tra- 
ditions and conditions of those cities are 
wholly different from those of this country. 
Land is still obtainable quite near this city 
and reasonably cheaply. It is not really 
necessary to go to foreign countries for light 
on the EE“ problem in Dublin; for we 
have all the data beíore us, and the ex- 
sn oí the Labourers Acts and other 
iousing legislation of the past fifty years to 
guide us. In this connection it is interesting 
to recall that during last summer an inter- 
national housing congress was held in Berlin, 
at which many bodies interested were repre- 
sented. A report thereon to the Royal 
Institute of British Architects from a dele- 
gate, Mr. Edward Unwin, A.R.I.B.A., and 
published in their journal last July, affords 
some useful information, Mr, Unwin re- 
marks :— 

“The slums of Berlin present a problem quite 
different from that of London. There are none of 
those squalid streets that distress the eye in the 
Fast End of London, but streets lined with large 
substantial buildings, giving little indication of 
the bad conditions which exist behind: these con- 
ditions, however, are such that they can only 
be compared with those of the lower east side of 
New York. The interior of the block has in 
many cases been built up almost solid, and the 
slum tenements are approached from small internal 
courts totally inadequate for lighting and ventila- 
tion, From the street Berlin appears the most 
spacious of cities, and it is only when looking 
down upon it from some height that one realises 
the existence of a congestion of population un- 
(qualled anywhere in this country. It is to people 
brought up in these conditions that the new flats 
come as deliverance, the balcony which forms a 
feature of every new apartment, with its ample 
fresh air and sunlight, meaning as much to them 
as the open development of the English housing 
scheme to our own slum dwellers. It is difficult, 
even so, to agree that this is the right method of 
housing land-hungry people, and the fact that 
every vacant area adjacent to working-class dis- 
tricts is covered with allotments, and that 60,000 
families are occupying huts or bungalows illegally 
constructed on these allotments, indicates clearly 
the real wishes of the people. 
| At present over 90 per cent. of the working- 
class housing is being carried out in tenements, 
w hich the Germans say are forced upon them by 
the financial situation; but from the costs that I 
was able to ascertain an average of about £500 
per dwelling of two or three rooms, kitchenette 
and bath, it is difficult to believe that there is 
any economy in this method. Dr. Hegemann, the 
well-known writer on town-planning, drew my 


attention to cottages containing better accommoda- 


tion than the flats which could be built for betw 
i : ! een 
£500 and £400. The main trouble seems to be 


that land speculation, combined with the habit of 


great density of building, has raised land valnes 
point which precludes reasonably 
open development, even where nature and amount 
of open land indicate it as the natural course. J 
found suburban land in Berlin reached prices vary- 
ing from three to six times that of land in a 
similar relative position in London.” - 


I think that comment upon this is un- 
necessary. It may be that a certain propor- 
tion of tenement flats may prove to be 
unavoidable, even in Dublin; but, if so, their 
proportions and density to the acre should be 
limited to the utmost.—Yours, etc.,

housing problem. One hesitates to disagree 
with his conclusions, but there are certain 
aspects of the Housing Bill now before the 
Senate which possibly may not have pre- 
sented themselves to his mind. Under the 
provisions of the bill, and its accompanying 
financial memorandum, the following opera- 
tions are contemplated: Every flat in new 
tenement blocks is estimated to cost £450. 
of which 72 per cent.—£324—is to be met by 
free, non-recoverable subsidies from the 
public purse. A_ self-contained cottage of

only 48 per cent.—£182—is to be supplied 
as a free subsidy. 

On the basis of such figures it is possible 
for Dublin wage-earners to obtain either 100 
cottages or 50 tenement flats for the same 
amount of charge on the taxpayer and rate- 
payer. Surely Mr. Gwynn will agree that 
every rn; ám of the magnitude and 
urgency of the slum problem, therefore. 
indicates that two cottages should be built 
instead of one block tenement. When central 
population densities have been reduced to 
something like normal levels it may be 
necessary and possible to find solutions of 
the remaining problem on lines which are 
not now visible. Meanwhile every family who 
can resort to the new suburban cottage will 
enable the Corporation to obliterate one slum

This vessel] has recorded several 
long passages, the most notable, perhaps, 
occurring in 1904, when she took i61 davs 
to come from Tacoma to Dublin. On the 
other hand, she has raced home from Mel- 
bourne to Queenstown in 85 davs, while, four 
fears ago, she made the second-best passage 
of the sailing ship grain fleet from Australia. 

Since her launch at Greenock, in 1897, she 
has been, on several occasions, within an ace 
of destruction. Her first adventure occurred 
in the Irish Sea, when, breaking away froin 
her tug-boat in a severe gale, she went ashore 
in the Solway Firth, and her crew were prov1- 
dentially rescued from the jigger rigging, the 
other three masts having gone overboard. 
Successfully salvaged, she again went ashore, 
thirteen years later, near New York, while, 
in 1927, after a severe gruelling in the Bay 
of Biscay, she was dismasted off Portugal and 
towed into Lisbon. She was sold, seven years 
ago, by her British owners to Finland, but 
her name has remained unchanged. 

Once more she has come home, and has 
“- paid off ’’ that rarity nowadays, a sailing 
ship's crew. One can picture them in the 
whitewashed room of the Board of Trade 
gathered in groups, awaiting the payment of 
their glorious, but obscure, toil. For months 
they have lived upon the surface of an 
immensity of water under the eternal scrutiny 
of the stars. ‘They have seen their ship, a 
snowy pyramid resplendent in the sun, sailing 


cpen spaces. They have seen her, with torn 
canvas streaming in the wind, rushing 
Llindly, dishevelled and headlong, pursued by 
the mighty, league-long greybeards off 
Cape Horn. 


UNFAMILIAR SURROUNDINGS. 


They are mystified by the wide-awake shipping 
clerk who: flicks the notes and points im- 
patiently to the place where they must “sign 
off ’’ the articles. He, in turn, fumes inwardly 
aS the gnarled fingers, so swift and sure at 
fisting a thundering topsail or clambering, 
catlike, along a t’gallant yard, grip the un- 
familiar pen convulsively and _ laboriously 
scrawl a signature. On the pavement outside 
they pause, hesitatingly, bewildered by the 
rush and bustle of many people. They feel 
outsiders—as though they were creatures apart 
from those who live upon the busy earth.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
HE report of the Select Chanáil on 
rents in Northern Ireland was issued this 
evening. The principal proposal in the 
report is a recommendation that the houses 
between £8 and £26 valuation, which became 
i ge ag Pa reason of the fact that they 
into e s } ; 
ae Chimay NN of the landlords, 
The report states :—The evidence before the 
Committee indicated that the rents of houses 
of this class have been, on the houses 
becoming de-controlled, increased on the 
average by about 100 per cent. The Com- 
mittee recommend that the restrictions which 
were in operation prior to the passing of the 
Rent Restrictions Act, 1928, in respect of 
houses the valuation of which exceeded £8. 
but did not exceed £26, should be re-imposed 
on all such houses. In order, however, to 
prevent hardship arising to any person who 
since the passing of that Act purchased a 
had become de-controlled, or in 


house that 


the belief that it would, on his obtaining 
possession, become de-controlled, provision 
should be made that, where the ownership 
of @ house has changed between the date of 
the passing of the 1925 Act and the publica- 
tion of this report, the owner may appeal to 
the Recorder or County Court Judge to fix 
a rent for the house in excess of the statutory 
rent. which would he reasonable, having 
regard to the purchase price paid, but no 
increase should be allowed in the case of a 
tenant occupying a bonse which had not 
become de-controlled on the date of the pass- 
ing of the proposed provision. 

In regard to the excessive rents charged 
for sub-letting of rooms, the Committee 
recommend that steps be taken to ensure that 
in such cases the rents charged by a tenant 
for rooms were not excessive, having regard 
to the rent payable by him for the whole 
house. 

The Committee state that the greatest need 
at the moment is for houses which can he 
let at low rents—not exceeding 65. per week. 


CONTROLLED HOUSES. 


Considerable evidence was placed hefore 
the Committee in regard to the rents of con- 
trolled houses. The Committee are satisfied 
that no case had been made for any altera- 
tion in the increase of thirty per cent. upon 
the standard rent authorised by the Rent 
Restriction Acts. Some landlords were receiv- 
ing an increase in rent. owing to the increase 
in rates, which were continued, and also by 
reason of the fact that when standard rents 
were reduced from forty per cent. to thirty 
per cent. some landlords omitted to make 
the proper deduction. The Committee recom- 
mend that in future landlords should be 
required, under penalty. to furnish a notice 
to tenants of any increase or reduction. 

The Committee also drew attention to 
evasions of the Rent Restriction Acts by hire 
purchase agreements, and recommended that 
tenants should be entitled to recover from the 
landlord any deposit paid by him, and any 
weekly or other payments made in excess of 
the statutory rents. 

The Committee also recommend that the 
Rent Acts be continued, with these amend. 
ments, until 1936.

TOTE BETTING IN 
IRELAND. 


NEW SCHEME TO BE PUT 
IN QPERATION. 


Alchough tne totalisator, on its installation 
in Lreland, was expected te prove of invalu- 
able assistance to racing, which was at a low 
ebb at the time, the effect was not wholly 
realised. It must be said, however, that this 
pari-mutuel system of betting did very well 
under difficulties. It certainly attracted a 
new crowd of race-goers to our meetings, 
while many, who had, through ome cause or 
another, given up, began to race again. Still, 
though the small betters gave it their full 
support, the turnover fell short of expecta 
tion, and the volume of “big” business 
done was not at all commensurate with the 
labour and money involved in the installation 
and working of the “ machine.” 

One of the difficulties of the totalisator up 
to the present has been the queue system. 
No regular racegoer kes to walt im a queue 
either to pay er to receive. This was the 
difieulty in Emclaud as well as here, but 
during last season they surmounted it in their 
customary busiess-like style. 

I am in a position to state (writes our 
Curragh Correspondent) that practically a 
similar scheme to that adopted on the other 
side will be in working order here for the 
new year, and may be available at Baldoyle.

NEW ALL-IRELAND 
FEDERATION. 


DUBLIN MANSION HOUSE 
MEETING.

T a meeting of agricultural show 
representatives, held in the Mansion 
House, Dublin, yesterday, it was 


decided to form a federation of agricultural 
show societies representing the whole of 


Ireland. 
THE CHAIRMAN. 

Mr. Edward Bohane, O.B.E., Director of 
the Royal Dublin Society, who presided, said 
that he hoped by his presence to show good 
will towards his colleagues associated with 
agricultural shows ii Ireland. They 
recognised that the training ground for Balls- 
bridge must ever be the district shows of 
lreland. Therefore, he assured them that 
as the parent Society, the Royal Dublin 
Society. had a  fellow-feeling for therm, 
he, as its chief official, was anxious to help 
them in every way. He understood that that 
meeting was the outcome of a small meeting 
held at Ballsbridge on the occasion of the 
last Spring Show, and he noticed that the 
set of draft rules submitted was the same as 
that which he himself had to deal with 
thirty-five years ago when secretary of an 
important agricultural organisation in Eng- 
land. 

Although to-day the Royal Dublin Society 
was in a sound position, when he took up 
office there was an overdraft on current 
account of over £10.000. He was, therefore. 
always sympathetic with societies that had 
to face the financial question. There were 
many subjects which, in course of time, 
could be dealt with by the Federation. 
By a suitable contract arrangement, 
the cost of penning poultry could be 
1educed one-forrth, It might also be possible 
to arrange for a portable grand stand which 
could be hired out at sc much per lineal foot 
Savings could also be effected on the printing 
outlay by means of standard entry forms 
which only needed the society’s name to com- 
plete them. 


THE POSITION IN IRELAND. 

In Ireland, said Mr. Bohane, they were 
more happily situated than in Great Britain, 
eecause they had the close co-operation cf 
the Department of Agriculture in the liee 
State and the Ministry of Agriculture in 
Northern Jreland. At the same time, he 
thonght they should seek the support «f these 
Government departments for their Federa- 
tion. With regard to shows in Ireland, tiey 
knew of the difficulties of making prozress. 
The time had come when they should do 
something more. Across the Channel they 
saw protection being introduced. 

In this country. with their great cattle 
producing possibilities, they must be pre- 
rared as agricultural societies to show others 
that lreland could produce the best, and that 
there Was a market here, if buyers woukl 
come im ever increasing numbers to it. He 
was referring tu the fact that Great Britain 
had decided to introduce three years hence 
a Scrub Bull Order. This would give ireland 
the opportunity of producing cattle, the 
quality and price of which would be such 
that the farmers of England would come to 
huy here instead of breeding up to cur 
standard. 

He was particularly glad to see that they 
teary to make that movement an all- 
reland Federation. As agricultural societies,

Free State Figures. 


In the year 1930 the Irish Free State 
exported 954,501 rabbit skins, represent- 
ing a value of £12,067. In the financial 
year 1929-1930 money orders to the value 
of £2,117 were issued in Germ-ry for pay- 
ment in the Free State. The number of 
pupils who had reached the sixth standard 
of Free State national schools in 1928-1929 
was 29,196. In 1929 there were 221 
prosecutions for ‘‘ offences in relation to 


‘atmosphere of romance. 


illicit distillation,’’ of which thirty were 


committed by females. The population of 
Mountmellick sank from 4,755 in 1841 to 
2,279 in 1926, while that of Caherciveen 
rose in the same period from 1,492 to 
1,773. According to the 1926 census, there 
were eleven Jews in Connaught. During 
the past financial year, ending in March, 
1930, wireless licences to the number of 
25,512 were issued by the Department of

These 
figures, taken nearly at random from the 
new Statistical Abstract compiled by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 
give some idea of the varied mass of detail 
which it comprehends.

Its 
figures are official ; they are gathered from 
the reports of the various Government 
departments, or from special returns of the 
departments.

Cotton in Egypt. 


Throughout the millennia of history 
there have been occasions when Egypt, 
dependent for her fertility on the rising 
of the Nile, has been plunged into distress 
by the river's 
To-day, although Egypt is again 
in distress, the Nile is net in fault. As 
the Cairo Correspondent of. the Morning 
Post observes, there is abundance of 
water, and the crops are flourishing; but 
the world-wide financial depression has 
not allowed Egypt to escape. She has the 
goods, but, like other countries, she has 
not the markets. Egypt's misfortune is 
that all her eggs are in one basket: her 
sole article of export is cotton. During 
the War and the vears that succeeded it

that every landowner and tenant planted 


every possible square yard with the valu- 


able crop. It happens that in Egypt land 
rents are determined roughly by the price 
of cotton, and the existing rents were 
fixed under the conditions of the fat years. 
Now the price of cotton has dropped 
heavily, but the rents remain high, and 
the unfortunate fellah is in serious diff- 
culties. The struggle to pay his land tax 
and his rent, to feed his animals and to 
support his family has created great hard- 
ship. Generally he falls into the hands of 
the Levantine usurer, and, to counteract 
this evil necessity, the Government has 
instituted an Agricultural Credit Bank, 
whose object is the assistance of co- 
operative societies and of the small land- 
owner.

By this 
means, and by the extension of facilities 
for the culture and marketing of other 
crops, the Government hopes to prevent a 
recurrence of Egypt’s present distress.

INFLATION FEARED.

In the first place, most of 
Germany s external debt was denominated 
in dollars or in gold; secondly, a large 
part of the internal debt was denominated 
in gold marks; thirdly, the German 
Government had given an undertaking 
that for the’ purposes of tue provision 
of the Hague agreements and for the 
general purposes of the Young Plan the 
Reichsmark should have, and retain, its 
convertibility in gold or foreign exchange ;

(3 BEAT public interest was taken in 

the Corporation meeting which was 
held to-night to consider the Lord Mayor's 
motion for the suspension of the City 
Manager, Mr. Philip Monahan, and hun- 
dreds of people were unable to gain ad- 
mission. 

The Lord Mayor (Councillor F. J. 
Daly) aceused Mr. Monahan of having 
persistently ignored the Council in the 
execution of civic matters, and gave seve. 
ral instances in support of his conten- 
tion. 

After Mr. Monahan's reply a long dis- 
cussion followed, and the J.ord Mayor 
eventually agreed that the matter should 
be adjourned indefinitely. 

The Lord Mayor, in proposing the 
motion, said that he had done all he 
could. to avoid friction during his term 
of office, but he was afraid he had al- 
lowed his position to become ignored by 
Mr. ag On 24th November, he 
proceeded, the Council had passed a re 
solution calling for a sworn inquiry inte 
the conduct of a Corporation ganger, and 
this resolution had to be addressed to 
the Manager, as, under the City Manage 
ment Act, the Council were apparently 
debarred from appealing direct to the 
Minister. Mr. Monahan had rejected 
this resolution, and he (the Lord Mayor) 
complained of this action. Again, he 
said, the Corporation decided to make ap- 
plication to the Ministry for the trans- 
fer to them of the City Manager's 
powers in the matter of 'buses, and Mr. 
Monahan had written to the Ministry, 
pointing out that the meeting was irre 


gular. 
“THE ’BUS MONOPOLY.” 


Having referred to what he described 
as the Manager's “ outrageous conduct ’ 
in handing over the "bus monopoly to the 
I.O0.C., and permitting them to charge 
excessive fares, the Lord Mayor said: ‘‘ | 
have no hesitation in saying that | would 
not trust either the Manager or Depart- 
ment to protect the interests of citizens 
in this matter of fares.‘ 

The Minister, he continued, had taken 
the opportunity, in the new Transport 
Bill, to upset the decision of the Council 
in granting a licence to the Rocksavage 
Omnibus Company. 

He referred to the Manager’s failure 
to consult with him as regards the ap 
pointment of a Deputy City Manager 
during his absence, and to the fact that 
documents had never been sealed i the 
Lord Mavor’s presence, although the (iv 
Management Act required both these 
things to be done. 

Mr. Monahan, in reply, said he was 
relieved that no more serious charges had 
been brought against him than those 
which the Lord Mayor had just put for- 
ward. They involved no reflection either 
on his personal integrity or on his ronour 
and he felt that the matters 
could very well have been d with in 
other ways. It was a serious matter to 
move the suspension of a public official. 
not so much from the personal point of 
view, but because it challenged the general 
principle of administration. 


DONE HIS DUTY. 

He dealt briefly with the Lord Mavor's 
statements as regards sworn. inquiry 
and transfer of powers. In the latter 
case, he said, he had merely done his 
statutory duty in telling the Ministry of 
an irregularity in the Council's proceed 
ings. In the matter of bus fares, he said 
that he had endeavoured to fix a 
which would be an economic one. 

In regard to the affixing of seals, that 
also was a minor matter, and the seal was 
not a vital point. 

The Lord Mavor suggested he had been 
discourteous, but that, at anv rate. had 
not been his intention. If the Lord Mavor 
were to call on him more often and discuss 
matters, he had no doubt they would have 
a better understanding than thev had. 

After some discussion, Councillor 
Desmond asked the Lord Mavor to with 
draw his motion. 

The Lord Mavor said that good-will was 
essential if the City Management Act was 
to work properly. Would Mr. Monahan 
give an assurance of his good-will in this 
matter ? 

Mr. Monahan said that he would do so, 
though it was impossible always to please 
evervone.

NOVEL SCHEME 
REGARDING “CUT.” 


PENSION FUND PLANS.

ITH reference to the negotiations 

which have been in progress between 
the National Teachers’ Organisation and 
Mr. Blythe, it was learned yesterday 
that very definite proposals have now been 
made by the Minister which have a direct 
bearing both on the contemplated “ cut ”’ 
in the teachers’ salaries and on the crux 
which has arisen in connection with the 
Teachers’ Pension Fund. 

It would not, | think, be incorrect to 
say that something in the nature of a 
“ deal ’’ is contemplated. At present the 
teachers make an annual contribution of 
4 per cent. of their salaries to the Pension 
Fund, but that fund has for a long time 
been found to be in a state of insolvency. 
Kifforts to arrive at a scheme by which 
it could be brought to a satisfactory con- 
dition have definitely failed. The posi- 
tion now apparently is that the Govern- 
ment suggest the closing of the Fund as 
at present constituted, and of starting on 
a new basis, which will make the pension 
scheme actuarially sound. 

Mr. Blythe’s proposals, which are said 
to be of a rather surprising kind, may 
possibly result in the Government 
shouldering complete responsibility for 
the Pension Fund, without any contribn- 
tions, as such, from the teachers, while 
the latter will submit to a “cat” in 
salarv. The suggested figure of the “cut” 
will, it is said, be approximately 6 per 
cent. 

The terms of the Government proposals 
will be hefore the meetings of teachers 
to be held throughout the entire Free 
State next Saturdav.

ment mindful of its supreme responsibilities 
for the safety and Ea in of the people of 
India. could pronounce a final judgment re- 
garding the solution ft the problem of the 
Government in India. |Much further consider- 
ation was required, he said, and they would 
he failing in their duty if they did not at this 
stage enter their protest against the dangerous 
speed at which the |Government were pro 
eressing. It would be an unforgivable sin to 
lead the people of India into the helief that 
fhey were going to get something as soon as 
they hoped to get tt. The Government should 
change its direction and stop building at the 
top, instead of from the foundation, like all 
good builders. 


DUE CARE AND CAUTION. 

The Lord Chancellor thought that we had 
no reason to be ashamed of our record in 
India If all that Lord Llovd meant by his 
amendment was that the (,overnment should 
proceed with due care and cantion, he need 
have no fear on that score. If, cn the othe 
hand. he intended to recommend -some nt her 
policy in substitution of that foreshadowed 
hy the Government. he must :emind him that 
the honour of the Cabinet and of the House 
of Commons was pledged to the White Paper.

The prisoners were not represented by 
counsel. They had refused to plead, and 
by order of the Court a plea of not guilty 
had been entered on Monday.

HEARING ADJOURNED 
UNTIL TO-DAY.

ARMAGH, Tuesday. 
EFORE Lord Chief Justice Moore at 
RB Ulster Winter Assizes this morning, 
Eddie Cullens, described as a 
naturalised American citizen, was charged 
with the wilful murder of a Turk named 
Achmet Musa, at Seskin, Carrickfergus, be- 
tween the Ist and 4th of September. 
Tremendous interest centred in the trial, and 
the court was crowded. 

Cullens pleaded “ not guilty.” 

The Attornev-General of Northern Ireland, 
Mr. A. B. Babington, K.C., M.P., with 
whom were Mr. L. C. Davinson, K.C., M.P., 
and Mr. William McWilliam, conducted the 
prosecution. Mr. William Lowry, K.C., and 

B. J. Fox appeared for the defence. 

Attorney-General, addressing the 
Court, said that the case was unusual be- 
cause neither the prisoner nor Achmet Musa 
had any connection with Ireland, being 
merely on a visit. The crime was remarkable 
for the daring and originality with which it 
was carried out. When they heard the 
evidence not only would they be satisfied | 
that the deceased was murdered bw the 
prisoner at the bar, but they would also be 
satisfied that the prisoner had brought his 
victim to Ireland with the deliberate inten- 
tion of murdering him. 


CIRCUS SHOW. 


The syndicate of four, of which Cullens 
and Masa were members, in taking reund 
Zaro 2gha as the oldest man alive cn exhi- 
bition as a money-making proposition, joimed 
the Bertram Mills’ Circus as a side-show in 
the spring of this year. In Augast they 
were at Wavertree, Liverpool. 
“ Cullens rented & house from rs. Gregory 
at Anerslev road, Liverpool, telling ber that 
he wanted it for two weeks, possib!y tlvee, 
for himsel fand his friend, and paid «3 as 
rent for the first week. Cullens said that he 
and his friend were students spending a 
holiday, and wanted to study. "le gave the 
naine of Berman both to Mrs. «iregory and 
her rent agent 

“ Whw,” asked the Attorney-General, ‘‘ was 
Cullens passing himself off under an assumed 
name? if this man’s actions were above sus- 
picien why was he telling these stories’? It 
is explainable on the basis that he was a 
criminal who was then actually planning to 
murder his companion and friend, and that 
he was cunning enough to try and cover up 
his tracks so that in the event of a hue and 
ery after the murder was committed it would 
be difficult, if not impossible. for the authori- 
tics to get upon his track.” 


AT THE GARAGE. 


“Now let me tell you a significant fact,” 
continued the Attorney-General, as he went 
on to relate how on August 24 Cullens went 
to Benjamin Carter. the caretaker at a garage 
in Wavertree. ‘‘Cullens,’’ he said, ‘* asked 
a very extraordinary question : ' What sort of 
floor has it (the garage) ; is it concrete?’ ”’ 

When told by Mr. Carter that the garage 
had an earthen floor, Cullens said it would 
do him nicely, as he might want to do some 
repairs. 

On August 26 Carter noticed that the pad- 
lock had been taken off the door, and found 
that it was locked inside. He shouted, “ Who 
is there’’’ and Cullens came out. He was in 
his shirt sleeves, and was carrying a storm 
lamp. A new pick and a new shovel were 
found inside the garage when the door was 
forced open in September after the murder 
had been discovered, 

It will be recalled that the body of Achmet 
Musa, unclothed except for a woman’s bathing 
cap covering the head, was found in a field 
near Carrickfergus on September 4th. There 
was a shot weund in the head. 

After hearing evidence of the finding of the 
body by James McCalmont, a farm labourer, 
and evidence of arrest, the Court adjourned 
until to-day.

To-day the Leinster Milk Producers’ 
Executive has arranged to meet representa- 
tives of the distributors, with a view to com- 
pleting an agreement on all the maiters at 
issue, the chief question being that of price— 
ls. ld. per gallon clear to the producer. 

As cistributors have adopted the attitude 
of not recognising the existence of the Pro- 
ducers’ Association, by claiming that no 
demand for an iucreased price has been 
received from their respective suppliers, there 
is not likely to be any meeting between the 
principals concerned. 

This may result in aggressive measures 
being taken to prevent supplies of milk reach 
ing distributors, who are regarded as the 
principal offenders in the matter of poor 
prices to the producer. It may be that, as a 
counter-move, the producers will open their 
own milk dépéts in Dublin, and in that way 
eliminate some of the middlemen’s profits, 
which result in the farmer getting a poor 
return, and the consumer having to pay a 
price out of proportion to the original cost. 


THE CREAMERIES. 


In accordance with the request of the 
Leinster Milk Producers’ Association, Mr. E. 
(.- Semple, Secretary, Irish Creamery 
Managers’ Association, has circularised 300 
creameries to the efiect that they should not 
take advantage of any crisis in the Dublin 
milk trade to send supplies to the city 
during the dispute. i 

When asked by the /rish Trmes if some 
creameries might not be tempted to send 
milk te Dublin instead of making butter, Mr. 
Semple expressed the belief that in a price 
dispute of this kind all creameries would 
stand by the Leinster producers. This atti- 
tude would be strengthened by the fact that 
butter prices were rising. The present ee 
of butter delivered in Dublin, he said, is 
145s. ver cwt., and a further advance is

“Bo far as Dublin distributors are con- 
cerned, there is no dispute in the milk trade 
We have received no application for an in- 
crease in the price of milk from individual 
producers, and we know nothing about it.” 

This statement was made by Mr. Thomas 
O'Shaughnessy, a wholesale milk distributor, 
vho acted as secretary at recent meetings of 
distributors. a 


AN ALLEGATION. 


He went on to say that the Leinster Milk 
Suppliers’ Association was not a represei.ta- 
tive body, as some milk suppliers in the 
Avoca area had repudiated the Association, 
and had even sent deputations to one of the 
Little dairies to point out that they did not 
belong to the Association. He believed that 
the Association represented only a few dis 
gruntled farmers. 

In support of this statement, it is declared 
that at least one of the large Dublin milk 
suppliers has had many offers from farmers 
to supply plenty of milk at the cid scale o 
payment. 

Jn the vicinity of Kells, Co. Meath, it is 
stated that one of the principal Dublin dis- 
tributors is paying ls. ld. per gallon for mils 
collected from the farm.

BISHOP HENRY GOGARTY. 


News has been received in Dublin of the 


¢ death of Bishop Henry Gogarty, C.S.Sp., at 


the sanatorium of the Holy Ghost Fathers, 
Montana, Switzerland. 

Bishop Gogarty, who was 47 years of age, 
received his education at Rockwell College, 
Cashel, and entered the novittate of the 
Order of the Holy Ghost Fathers at the 
senior seminary of the congregation in Paris, 
and was ordained in 1913 In the following 
vear, while on missionary work in Zanzibar, 
he was appointed chaplain to the Forces in 
last Africa, and served throughout the war. 

In 1923 he was appointed Bishop of 
Themicyra and Vicar Apostolic of Kilima- 
Njaro, and was. consecrated at Blackrock

In- pointing out how closely the interests of

Nearly everything bearing our names, he 
said, is made in Ireland by Irish workers; in 
short, cur policy has been to keep the £ at 
home ; te spend Irish money on Irish produce, 
and on wages of Irish workers, so that we are 
doing cur part towards the return to national 
prosperity.

ELECTRICITY. 


REPLY TO DUBLIN 
CHAMBER STATEMENT.

Dr. T. A. McLoughlin, late Managing 
Director of the Electricity Supply Board, 
sends for publication the following statement 
on the report of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, published vesterday :— 

Some explanation would appear to be neces- 
sary of the figures quoted by the Council, 
and on which they base their comments. 
These figures would appear to be incorrect 
ur inaccurate. 

The report states that “‘on April 1, 1933, 
the capital, £9,000,000, will be fully 
utilised in producing 150,000,000 units.” 
Production in the present year is, however, 
at this figure of 150,000,000—a fact confirmed 
by President Cosgrave in his y me last 
week. A recent statement by the Minister in 
the Dail showed the capital advanced by the 
State to date as 8} milhon pounds. 

The report of the Council further states 
that “figures submitted by the board showed 
‘hat the average price a unit charged to the 
cousumer in Dublin had fallen from 2.87 in 
1928-29 under the Corporation scale to 2.19 
in 1930-31 under the E.S.}3. scale. The pub- 
lished accounts of the Dublin Corporation for 
this last vear, 1928-29, of their electricit 
undertaking do not show any figure of 2.87. 
The average price per unit sold is shown in 
these accounts as 250d. It is not possible 
to comment on the figure of 2.19, as its 
method of calculation is not stated, and it is 
not clear if it refers to consumption within 
the same area of supply. 

The exact average prices are, however, not 
very important. It cannot be too strongly 
emphasised that it is fallacious to base argu- 
ments intended to justify increased 
prices on figures of average prices 
obtained per unit sold. The average 
price will depend on the ratio of low- 
priced units seld for power, heating and cook- 
ing to the higher-priced units sold for hght- 
ing. If, hy good propaganda and sales effort, 
the sale of low-priced units for heating, cook: 
ing aml power is considerably increased the 
average price will drop, and this is exactly 
what hes happened turcug’ wut the Free State.

The Minister of Commerce moved the second 
reading in the Northern House of Commons 
sarssn, Fin oí the Finance Bil, which deals 
with a variety of subjects.

The bill 
also provides for a proposal to offer the 
holders of the first issue of Ulster Savings 
Certificates the option of having the date of 
final redemption extended for a further 
period. 


MAKING TRANSPORT DIFFICULT.

SWEEP PRIZE-WINNER 


ARRESTED. 
——— 


INDIAN CHARGED WITH 
LARCENY. 
(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 

Sherr Mahomet, an Indian, came from 
Belfast to Dublin to collect a prize of £10 
won in the last Hospitals’ Sweepstake, and 
found himself in the District Court, charged 
with the Jarceny as bailee of a dozen dresses, 
scarves, collars and ties of the value of 
£15 16s., which he was alleged to have con- 
verted to his own use since they were en- 
trusted to him by Atma Mohundeen en June 
23rd, 1930. The two men are of Indian 
origin and nationality, having come to Ireland 
from Jelladore City on a trading mission 
with others from the same country. One of 
them spoke the English language in a fairly 
intelligible way, but the defendant spoke 
only in his native Urdu language. 

Detective Officer Berry deposed to the 
arrest of Sherr Mahomet, who denied that 
the goods were the property of Mohundeen, 
but subsequently said that he would pay 
over the amount when he got his £100 ‘rom 
the sweepstake. 

Mohundeen gave particulars of the partner. 
ship he had entered into with Mahomet to 


sell the goods on a 10 per cent. commission 
basis, but he had only received £1. 

As it was extremely difficult to understand 
any of the replies of the defendant, the case 
was remanded for a week, bail being allowed. 


SUSPENDED SENTENCE FOR 
MOTHER OF TEN. 


Charged on remand with stealing the sum 
of £2 10s. from a lady’s handbag at Messrs. 
Ciery’s, O'Connell street, Mrs. Annie 
Graham, living at Walsh road, was sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment, not to take 
effect, however, if she was of good behaviour 
for two years. 

It was stated that she was the mother of 
ten children, the yoengest of whom, aged 
three months, was in her arms in the dock.

1929, to May, 1930. The appeal was brouglit 
on the ground that the Circuit Judge mis- 
directed himself in point of law in holding 
that the plaintiff was entitled to a variable 
allowance. 


COUNCIL’S RESOLUTIONS, 
It appeared that on 16th July, 1929, fol. 
lowing the retirement of the. plaintiff, the 
Cavan County Council by resolution fixed 
his annual allowance at £240, but the 
Minister for Local Government refused his 
sanction, apparently having regard to the 
Local Government Act, 1925, which added 
an extra amount in respect of bonus. On 
20th August, 1929, the County Council passed 
a second resolution granting the plaintifi 
£200—‘‘ this allowance to cover all claims 
under the headings of salary, bonus and 
emoluments’’—and the Ministry’s sealed 
order sanctioned “an annual allowance of 
£200 ”; 


Judge Sheehy held that the effect of the 
second resolution and the Ministrv's sanction 
was that the plaintifí was entitled to an 
annual allowance under the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1925, of £200, and that it neces- 
sarily followed from that by Sub-section 2 
of Section 46 of the Local Government Art.
